Yost Opposes Post Season 
Intersectional Grid Battles 


[By the Associated Press. ] 

Fielding .H. Yost, for twenty-four 
years famous gridiron coach at the 
University of Michigan, taking inven- 
ory last night of the intercollegiate 
athletic sitoation of the nation, sounded 
a warning against postseason inter- 
sectional games, voiced his objections 
to athletic professionalism, and de- 
clared that not more than four foct- 
ball games a season should be sched- 
uled that would require the players to 
be-keyed up to the highest pitch, men- 


Yost, the Wolverine’s director of 
athletics, sets forth his views in 
an article on the “ Administration 
of Intercollegiate and Interscholastic 
Games.” Briefly, the veteran coach 
says that sport is good only as sport; 
that when it interferes with studies 
evil restiits are likely to follow. If in- 
tersectional games are to be played at 
all they’ should be scheduled for the 
regular season, so as not to prolong 
the training period of the players, he 
believés. 

Should Quit Turkey Day. 

In all events, the gridiron season 
should close by Thanksgiving time 
and there should be not more than 
eight regular games on any schedule, 
Yost counsels. 

“No boy should ever be permitted 
to absent himeelf from any class for 
athletic purposes,” Yost writes. “ This 
defeats the purpose of both class room 
and athietics. Practice periods must 
be arranged in conjunction with class 
roomi schedules and all conflicts 
avoided.” 

Yost opposes the post-season games 
because, he saya, they establish a bad 
precedent and any attempt to deter- 
mine.a nationa] championsbip is wrong 
because there are too many good teams 


in the country to consider in such an |. 


attempt. 

“The tendency toward engaging In 
post-season games has been consider. | 
ably .curtafled in most quarters by 


it is still in practice at some institu- 
tions,” Yost says. “Such games con- 
tinue the stress of competition over 
too long a period and, since they usual- 
ly are contests between institutions 
located in very different parts of the 


countty, they take considerable time 
from the classroom. | 


“Post-season games between teams 
in different parts of the country estab- 
lish a bad precedent.

To 
a greater or lesser degree all tend 
encies toward professionalism commer- 
cialize this ideal and to that extent 
rob it of much of its keenest satisfac 
tion. 

Pro Sports Hurt Character. 

“ The influence of athletic profession- | 
alism tends to make a boy dissatisfied 
to play the game for its own sake and 
leads him to look upon his athletic 
prowess as a marketable commodity 
rather than as a means of recreation 
and self-expression. When this takes 
place many of the very important char- 
acter building qualities which form so 
important a part of intercollegiate ath- 
leties are immediately lost. The ideas 
of generous service, loyalty, sacrifice, 
and wholehearted devotion to a cause 
are all taken away.”
